Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


The  year  1970  has  brought  about  major  changes  in  the  Lawrence 
Public  Schools.  The  most  noteworthy  perhaps  is  the  School  Survey 
Conducted  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  known  as  “Edu- 
cation in  the  Seventies.”  This  survey  of  the  entire  Lawrence  Public 
School  System  was  conducted  by  some  forty  professionals  under 
the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Education.  They  studied  all 
facets  of  education,  including  facilities,  ancillary  services  as  well 
as,  the  educational  program.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  estimated 
cost  of  a survey  of  this  kind  could  be  as  high  as  $60,000  however, 
we  were  pleased  to  announce  that  the  cost  of  this  survey  was  bourne 
entirely  by  the  Department  of  Education.  The  team  was  headed 
by  an  Associate  Commissioner  of  Education  assisted  by  his  pro- 
fessional staff. 

This  survey  team  made  some  far  reaching  recommendations 
and  many  of  these  were  in  fact  implemented  by  vote  of  the  School 
Committee.  The  recommendations  made  by  the  School  adminis- 
tration as  they  appear  in  a report  to  the  School  Committee,  in 
order  of  priorities,  follows: 


RECOMMENDATIONS  RELATIVE  TO  THE  SCHOOL  SURVEY 

In  carefully  pursuing  the  document  “Lawrence  — View  to 
the  70’s”  one  becomes  aware  of  several  underlying  concepts  run- 
ning through  the  entire  proposal. 

They  seem  to  center  around  several  major  areas.  Foremost 
of  these  is  the  need  for  a general  curriculum  upgrading  and  a 
modernization  of  techniques  in  keeping  with  current  practices. 
Another,  indicates  that  there  should  be  generally  a greater  involve- 
ment of  the  professional  staff,  as  well  as,  the  community.  School 
facilities,  or  the  lack  of  modern  facilities,  is  also  a major  area 
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of  concern.  Also,  there  is  a need  for  a major  reorganization  of  the 
administrative  and  operational  structure  of  the  system.  There  are, 
also,  several  other  recommendations  which  deal  with  specific 
areas  either  in  the  curriculum  or  general  management. 


PROGRESS  TO  DATE 

Several  recommendations  which  appear  in  the  survey  report 
have  already  been  carried  out.  Although  these  recommendations 
are  specific  in  nature,  they,  nevertheless,  have  a direct  bearing 
upon  the  overall  educational  effort  of  the  city. 

1.  The  use  of  St.  Rita’s  School  as  the  Tarbox  Annex  has 
been  discontinued. 

2.  Thoroughly  integrating  the  Special  Class  Program  into 
the  main  stream  of  education  has  been  accomplished. 

3.  Greater  involvement  and  broadening  the  responsibility 
of  the  Director  of  Special  Education  has  been  accom- 
plished. 

4.  There  is  a recommendation  that  Foreign  Languages  be 
introduced  at  an  earlier  age  which  is  currently  being 
done  through  the  Junior  High  School  organization. 

5.  Several  new  programs,  also  recommended  by  the  Com- 
mittee, have  been  introduced.  Namely,  programs  for 
the  — 

Hard  of  Hearing; 

Classes  for  the  Emotionally  Disturbed; 

Additional  Remedial  Reading  teachers  have  been 
employed;  and 

Activities  aimed  at  working  with  the  youngsters 
with  Specific  Language  Disabilities  have  been 
initiated,  among  others. 

6.  To  a limited  degree,  an  In-Service  Program  was  con- 
ducted for  teachers  and  administrators  in  preparation 
for  the  Junior  High  School  Program. 
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7.  There  were  several  additions  to  the  staff  in  order  to 
reduce  teacher-pupil  ratio. 

8.  It  should,  also,  be  noted  that  several  specialists  in  the 
areas  of  Music,  Art,  Guidance,  and  Speech  were  intro- 
duced. 

9.  The  Clerical  Pool  was  increased  so  that  the  principals 
might  function  in  their  proper  capacity. 

10.  Broadening  the  function  of  the  Elementary  Supervisor. 

11.  Requiring  the  Title  I staff  as  a condition  of  employment 
to  take  an  In-Service  Training  period  of  26  weeks. 

12.  Hiring  of  more  Bilingual  teachers  and  aides  for  the 
ESL  program. 

13.  Co-ordinating  general  aims  of  all  the  remedial  reading 
programs  both  City  and  Federally  funded. 

While  some  of  these  were,  indeed,  included  in  the  survey  study 
recommendations,  they  were  provided  for  by  the  School  Committee, 
in  most  instances,  implemented  before  the  survey  report  was  ren- 
dered. 


MAJOR  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Since  the  purpose  of  our  existence,  as  that  of  any  school  system 
is  to  educate  the  whole  child,  a vital  component  is  a quality  cur- 
riculum. It  is  therefore,  imperative  that  one  person  be  charged 
with  the  responsibility  alone,  as  a professional  curriculum  special- 
ist. Although  the  survey  committee  recommends  that  various 
curriculum  co-ordinators  be  appointed  in  each  area  from  Kinder- 
garten to  Grade  12,  the  first  step  must  be  the  appointment  of  an 
Assistant  Superintendent,  who  is  a specialist  in  Curriculum  Devel- 
opment and  Instruction  so  that  he  can  devote  all  his  energies  and 
expertise  in  the  advancement  of  learning.  This  kind  of  respon- 
sibility would  include,  among  other  things,  the  expansion  of  our 
current  Curriculum  Study  Committees,  even  to  the  extent  of  de- 
veloping a program  of  Inter-Community  Curriculum  Development. 

A major  adjunct  would,  of  course,  be  the  establishment  of  a 
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Multi-Media  Center  where  curriculum  materials  could  be  developed 
and  become  a central  repository  for  instructional  materials  on  a 
unit  basis. 

It  is,  further,  recommended  that  another  Elementary  Super- 
visor be  appointed  so  that  the  already  inordinate  responsibilities 
be  shared.  The  present  Primary  Supervisor  would  be  responsible 
for  Kindergarten  to  Grade  3;  while,  the  proposed  person  would  be 
responsible  for  Grades  4-6. 

As  has  been  previously  indicated,  the  heart  of  the  school  system 
is  the  curriculum;  therefore,  the  establishment  of  an  Assistant 
Superintendent  for  Curriculum  and  Instruction  is  a major  need. 


STAFF  INVOLVEMENT 

Modern  administrative  procedures  dictate  that  the  operating 
staff  be  involved  in  the  administrative  and  policy-making  functions. 
Presently,  there  are  several  committees  in  operation  throughout 
the  system.  One  deals  with  the  Educational  Specifications  for  the 
new  high  school;  another,  serves  as  an  Advisory  Council  to  the 
Superintendent;  another,  is  an  Evaluation  Committee.  And,  over 
a period  of  years,  there  has  been  a curriculum  involvement  on 
the  part  of  the  staff. 

There,  also,  have  been  ad  hoc  committees  working  on  teacher 
recruitment  and  teacher  evaluation.  Therefore,  it  can  be  said  that 
the  professional  staff  has  been  involved.  However,  the  survey  com- 
mittee believes  that  there  should  be  even  a greater  involvement 
of  staff,  which  is  a very  valid  statement. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  the  staff  should  be  involved  in 
the  budget-making  process,  among  others.  Therefore,  a recom- 
mendation is  that  budget-building  start  with  the  classroom  teacher 
through  the  principal  and  those  involved  with  curriculum  matters; 
ultimately,  to  the  Administrative  Assistant  of  Business  Affairs. 
This  would  tend  to  create  a cohesiveness  among  the  staff  in  the 
realization  that  they  are  professionally  consulted  and  involved 
with  material  selection. 
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Throughout  the  survey,  there  is  a concern  for  generally  up- 
grading the  staff  both  in  In-Service  activities  for  the  present  staff 
and  in  the  selection  of  new  staff  members.  I believe,  that  the  pre- 
sent active  program  of  teacher-recruitment  specifically  speaks  to 
this  point.  The  quality  of  the  staff  selected  continues  to  be  of  the 
highest  caliber. 

It  is  recognized  that  all  professionals,  no  matter  in  what  walk 
of  life,  should  be  involved  with  up-dating  their  expertise.  It  is  im- 
perative that  comprehensive  In-Service  programs  for  teachers 
be  instituted,  which  might  take  one  of  many  forms.  Among  them, 
a series  of  lectures,  work  in  curriculum  areas  with  outside  experts 
or  even  a self-generating  type  activity  from  among  the  present 
staff.  They  might  be  of  general  interest  to  all  staff;  for  example, 
mental  health,  identification  of  youngsters  with  learning  problems, 
drug  education,  or  they  could  be  more  specific  in  nature.  A com- 
mittee of  teachers  and  administrators  shall  be  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  recommending  a course  of  action  and  administering 
the  program. 

An  adjunct  to  this  should  be  the  opportunity  for  teachers  to 
take  specific  courses  as  recommended.  These  courses  might  be 
required  of  staff  members  as  a result  of  changes  in  the  curriculum 
or  changes  in  assignment  as  deemed  necessary  by  the  adminis- 
tration. These  courses  then,  should  be  paid  for  in  full  or  in  part, 
by  the  School  Department. 


SCHOOL  FACILITIES 

The  survey  recommends  that  school  housing  in  the  City  of 
Lawrence  be  given  careful  attention.  There  is  little  or  no  ques- 
tion but  that  school  housing  has  plagued  the  school  system  for 
several  years.  Relief,  however,  seems  to  be  in  sight  with  the  pro- 
posed new  Senior  High  School.  This  modern  facility  will  enable 
the  high  school  administration  to  initiate  some  innovative  programs 
to  allow  for  the  modern  educational  concepts.  A committee  is  cur- 
rently working  on  developing  the  educational  specifications  for  this 
much  sought  after  facility. 
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On  several  occasions  have  we  discussed  the  need  for  a new 
Junior  High  School  facility  in  South  Lawrence.  Such  a facility  would 
provide  for  a modem  educational  program,  as  well  as,  relieve  the 
elementary  school  housing  in  the  south  part  of  the  city  for  many 
years  to  come.  This,  of  course,  would  be  accomplished  through 
reassigning  the  Kane  School  to  elementary  use. 

The  Junior  High  School  housing  in  North  Lawrence  at  the 
Oliver  School  seems  adequate  at  the  moment;  however,  provision 
must  be  made  for  expansion  of  this  facility  or  construction  of  a 
new  one  to  provide  for  a modern  program  including:  Physical 
Education,  Libraries,  Shops,  Cafeteria  and  other  auxiliary  and 
educational  spaces. 

Another  serious  problem  confronting  the  city  is  that  of  retiring 
some  of  the  older  buildings  on  a carefully  planned  program.  The 
first  phase  should  be  the  retirement  and  consolidation  of  the  Ar- 
lington Street  School  and  the  Tarbox  School.  A new  facility  should 
be  built  in  that  area  of  the  city  to  provide  for  this  enrollment.  A 
second  phase  should  include  the  Rollins  and  Breen  Schools.  The 
latter  could  be  accomplished  through  an  expansion  of  the  Kane 
School. 

Plans  should  be  made  immediately  to  provide  for  a hot  lunch 
program  in  every  school  in  the  city.  This,  also  would  require  addi- 
tions to  some  schools  for  cafeteria  purposes  where  practicable 
and  most  assuredly  the  acquisition  of  a central  kitchen  commissary 
where  food  would  be  prepared  and  delivered  to  the  satellite  pro- 
grams. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  STRUCTURE 

There  is  little  or  no  question  but  what  one  of  the  major  needs 
in  the  system  calls  for  a reorganization  of  the  administrative  and 
an  introduction  of  additional  staff.  While  this  is  important,  there  is, 
also,  a need  for  review  of  all  administrative  positions,  which  would 
include  specific  position  guides  developed  for  each. 
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Below  is  a diagram  showing  the  proposed  structure  which 
seems  to  meet  the  need  of  the  City  of  Lawrence. 
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It  should  be  noted  that  it  is  somewhat  different  from  the  struc- 
ture proposed  by  the  survey  Committee  but  it  more  nearly  meets 
the  need  of  this  system.  The  reorganization  essentially  calls  for  a — 

Superintendent 
Deputy  Superintendent 

Assistant  Superintendent  of  Instruction  & Curriculum 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services 
Administrative  Assistant  for  Government  Programs 
Administrative  Assistant  for  Business  Affairs 
Supervisor  of  Custodians  and 
Director  of  Continuing  Education 

The  new  positions  are:  Deputy  Superintendent,  Assistant  Super- 
intendent of  Pupil  Services  and  Director  of  Continuing  Education. 
There  is,  also,  included  a Business  Manager  to  work  under  the 
Administrative  Assistant  for  Business  Affairs,  a Supervisor  of 
Elementary  Education,  Grades  4-6,  as  well  as,  an  Instructional 
Media  Center  directly  responsible  to  the  Assistant  Superintendent 
for  Curriculum  and  Instruction.  The  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Pupil  Services,  a new  position,  would,  also,  have  responsible  to 
him  a full  time  Work-Study  Co-Ordinator  and  a Psychometrist. 
Both  of  the  latter  were  strongly  recommended  by  the  survey.  The 
Director  of  Continuing  Education,  a new  post,  would  be  directly 
responsible  for  all  the  other  educational  activities  being  conducted 
under  the  auspices  of  the  School  Department  together  with  a much 
needed  expansion  of  these  continuing  educational  services. 

Another  additional  position  is  that  of  Administrative  Assistant 
for  Government  Programs.  This  person  should  have  an  educational 
orientation  so  that  he  can  develop  or  have  an  expertise  in  grants- 
manship. 

The  above  proposed  structure,  I believe,  will  bring  about  a 
most  efficient  and  viable  system. 

The  system  is  woefully  lacking  in  libraries  throughout  the 
schools,  trained  librarians  at  the  elementary  level,  full  time  librar- 
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ians  in  both  Junior  High  Schools,  at  least  one  (1)  full  time  Guid- 
ance person  in  each  of  the  Junior  High  Schools.  Provisions  for  these 
will  be  recommended  in  the  next  year’s  budget. 

It  becomes  quite  obvious  that  many  of  these  recommendations 
will  require  a considerable  expenditure;  however,  they  seem  vital 
if  the  system  is  to  progress. 


JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOLS 

Perhaps  the  m.ost  noteworthy  accomplishment  of  the  1970’s 
was  the  establishment  of  the  Junior  High  School  System.  Prior  to 
this  point  in  time  Lawrence  had  operated  on  an  8-4  system,  cur- 
rently the  system  calls  for  a 6-2-4  system,  with  6 elementary  grades, 
2 Junior  High  School  grades  and  4 Senior  High  School  grades.  The 
introduction  of  the  Junior  High  School  concept  into  the  City  has 
brought  about  a broadening  of  the  educational  opportunities  for  the 
pupils  at  this  age  level. 

One  of  the  main  purposes  for  establishing  the  Junior  High 
School  was  to  broaden  the  educational  opportunities  for  the  child- 
ren. Several  new  courses  were  introduced;  such  as  French,  Spanish, 
Algebra,  Typing  and  electives.  This  type  of  broad  program  was  not 
possible  or  practical  in  the  Grammar  Schools.  One  of  the  major  ad- 
vantages of  a large  number  of  pupils  participating  in  a particular 
course  or  activity  is  that  it  allows  for  several  levels  of  instruction. 
These  levels  are  commensurate  with  the  pupil’s  skills  and  abilities. 
Under  the  Junior  High  School  program,  English  for  instance,  is 
taught  at  four  levels  of  competence,  as  is  Science.  Mathematics  is 
also  taught  at  more  than  one  level.  The  new  course  in  Algebra  is 
taught  at  more  than  one  level.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  with  a 
broadened  program  there  are  323  pupils  enrolled  in  French,  198  pu- 
pils in  Spanish  and  816  pupils  taking  Typing. 

In  these  days  of  subject-matter  sophistication,  it  becomes  ob- 
vious that  the  quality  of  instruction  will  be  much  higher  when  each 
teacher  functions  in  his  own  are  training  and  competence.  This 
often  times  was  not  possible  in  the  Grammar  School  program. 

The  Band  program  has,  also  been  expanded  through  this  pro- 
gram. Certainly  no  one  can  doubt  that  a High  School  Athletic  pro- 
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gram  in  many  ways  depends  upon  a good  Junior  High  School  Ath- 
letic program.  The  Junior  High  School  Athletic  program  has  been 
of  help  to  strengthen  this  activity. 

The  system  is  not  without  its  perils  and  problems,  but  they  are 
being  worked  out.  The  system  is  a good  one.  It  will  contribute  great- 
ly to  the  education  in  the  City  of  Lawrence. 


COMMITTEES 

Other  new  changes  in  the  School  system  include  the  establish- 
ment of  a non-English  Advisory  Com.mittee.  The  Committee  is  an 
advisory  board  to  the  Title  I Program  and  is  made  up  of  citizens 
elected  from  the  community,  for  the  purpose  of  advising  the  school 
administration  in  policy  matters. 

Modern  educational  practices  indicate  that  there  should  be 
greater  involvement  on  the  part  of  the  professional  staff.  To  meet 
this  need  an  advisory  committee  to  the  Superintendent  has  been 
established  to  shorten  the  lines  of  communication  between  the  pro- 
fessional staff  and  the  Superintendent’s  Office. 

Another  step  in  creating  community  involvement  in  the  public 
schools  was  the  establishment  of  a school  Community  Council.  This 
Council  is  designed  to  serve  as  an  advisory  committee  to  the  School 
Administrators  and  School  Committee.  They  have  functioned  ex- 
tremely well;  addressing  themselves  to  several  projects  and  major 
problems  plaguing  the  schools  today. 


PRINCIPALS  INVOLVEMENT 

In  keeping  with  this  policy  there  is  now  a greater  involvement 
of  Principals  in  the  decision  making  process  and  the  administrative 
function.  Principals  are  now  intimately  involved  with  the  selection 
and  screening  of  staff  as  well  as  staff  evaluation. 


SCHOOL  SITE  COMMITTEE 

The  School  Site  Committee  has  been  established  for  the  pur- 
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pose  of  investigating  possible  alternative  sites  for  new  school  build- 
ings. Their  report  to  the  School  Committee  follows: 


SITE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Site  Committee  Consisting  of  —

has  met  on  eight  occasions  and  has  reviewed  all  possible  alternate 
sites  for  the  proposed  high  school.  These  sites,  located  in  all  parts 
of  the  city,  were  visited  and  detailed  field  inspections  were  con- 
ducted. 

Some  sites  were  readily  eliminated  from  serious  consideration 
because  of  their  location,  topography  or  difficulty  in  acquisition. 
Such  sites  were  the  Railroad  Marshaling  Yard  in  the  center  of 
South  Lawrence,  the  Boyd  property  near  Ballard  Road,  Memorial 
Park  and  the  Champy  land  to  the  rear  of  Den  Rock  Park. 

The  following  properties  were  given  serious  consideration  and 
were  in  consideration  until  this  final  report  was  considered. 


DEN  ROCK  PARK  (81.5  acres) 

This  is  a public  park  to  which  all  residents  of  the  Common- 
wealth have  the  right  of  access.  Utilizing  a public  park  for  other 
than  park  purposes  usually  is  extremely  difficult  and  requires  an 
Act  of  the  Legislature.  Another  deterrent  is  its  location.  All  pupils 
would  have  to  be  transported  to  this  site  since  it  is  on  the  off-city 
side  of  an  Interstate  Highway. 
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LAWRENCE  AIRPORT  (200  -f-  acres  exclusive  of  airport) 

This  is  a most  attractive  site  but  the  major  deterrent  is  that  it 
is  located  in  North  Andover.  The  location  created  doubt  with  respect 
to  bond  counsel  approval  of  a school  building  in  another  commun- 
ity. Transportation,  of  course,  is  a major  consideration.  The 
advisability  of  locating  the  City  high  school  in  North  Andover  is 
questionable. 


SHAWSHEEN  AND  COSTELLO  PARKS  (64  acres?) 

Here  again  the  park  land  question  figures.  It  is  a very  pleasant 
site  with  plenty  of  room  for  any  school  building  the  City  might  con- 
template now  or  in  the  future.  Consideration  was  given  to  the  fact 
that  placing  the  high  school  on  this  site,  adjacent  to  the  Kane  and 
Breen  Schools,  would  create  a heavy  concentration  of  school  chil- 
dren and  activities.  This  increase  in  population  could  conceivably 
affect  any  future  enlargement  of  the  Kane  School.  The  location  of 
Route  495  also  is  a deterrent. 


MUNICIPAL  PARKING  LOT  (6  + acres) 

This  site  was  given  serious  consideration  because  of  its  central 
location;  however,  it  is  currently  an  industrial  parking  lot,  although 
underused.  The  presence  of  three  (3)  new  buildings  adjacent  to  the 
lot,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  acquisition  of  mill  buildings  together  with 
the  fact  that  the  site  would  be  very  limited,  caused  this  site  to  be 
eliminated. 


RILEY  PARK  (10.7  acres) 

This  site  is  a most  attractive  wooded  area  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Merrimack  River.  The  topography  seems  to  be  very  difficult 
and,  therefore,  costly  to  develop.  The  site  is  also  limited  — contain- 
ing some  10  acres.  It  is  one  of  the  last  natural,  beautifully  wooded, 
areas  within  the  city  limits;  and,  therefore,  was  rejected  because  it 
best  serves  as  a green  area  in  the  city. 
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DIAMOND  SPRING  BREWERY  — 

Former  Grand  Union  Building 
Residence  and  City  Land  (14.4  acres) 

The  total  combined  site  has  enough  land  to  support  a high 
school  program.  It  is  easily  accessible  by  several  roads.  Some  of 
the  area  can  readily  be  developed  into  play  fields.  Generally,  it  is  an 
acceptable  site;  however,  the  acquisition  cost  may  be  prohibitive. 

CYR  PROPERTY  (47  acres) 

A very  large  vacant  site  located  on  the  southern  banks  of  the 
Merrimack  River  fronting  on  Andover  Street.  Land  development 
costs  could  be  high;  although,  all  of  the  land  might  not  require  de- 
velopment at  this  time.  It  is  one  of  the  few  remaining  industrially 
zoned  pieces  of  property. 

PLAINS  PROJECT-HAYDEN  SCHOFIELD  AND  ONE 
ADJOINING  BLOCK  (14  acres) 

The  area  comprising  the  Plains  Project  and  Hayden-Schofield 
is  the  present  proposed  high  school  site.  The  area  contains  about  11 
acres  plus  and  it  is  proposed  to  add  another  2 or  3 acres  which 
would  require  some  taking  of  residences  and  other  buildings.  Sub- 
stantial utilization  of  the  Hayden  Schofield  Playstead  for  school 
purposes  can  create  difficulties  in  the  neighborhood  relative  to  the 
availability  of  recreation  lands.  This  land  is  partly  owned  by  the 
City,  the  Lawrence  Redevelopment  Authority,  and  privately  owned. 
It  should  be  noted  that  the  Plains  Project  and  Hayden-Schofield 
Playstead  represent  a site  approved  by  the  State. 

CONCLUSION 

As  a result  of  several  weeks  of  deliberation,  study  of  City 
maps,  field  inspections  and  consultations  with  the  Commonwealth, 
the  Committee  concludes  that  two  (2)  sites  would  serve  the  City’s 
needs. 

1.  The  PLAINS  PROJECT 

2.  The  CYR  PROPERTY. 
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SCHOOL  HOUSING 

The  major  problem  facing  the  public  schools  today  is  school 
housing.  The  population  continues  to  grow.  It  is  noteworthy  that  in — 

1967  there  were  8,153  pupils 

1968  there  were  8,285  pupils 

1969  there  were  8,582  pupils 

1970  there  were  9,310  pupils 

which  indicates  a steady  growth.  The  Administration  has  on  many 
occasions  presented  recommendations  concerning  school  housing, 
particularly  dealing  with  the  South  Lawrence  section  of  the  City. 


JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PROPOSAL 

Perhaps  the  single  most  difficult  problem  in  planning  a school 
building  is  to  attempt  to  provide  for  educational  programs  v/hich 
will  develop  in  years  to  come,  not  only  for  today’s  educational  ac- 
tivities. The  next  two  decades  will  see  many  rapid  changes  in  edu- 
cational technology  and  even  course  content.  Therefore,  planning 
for  today  must  include  planning  for  the  future. 

While  subscribing  to  the  belief  that  the  35  period  week  with  20 
to  30  students  allocated  to  each  class  leaves  much  to  be  desired  and 
is  likely  to  assume  a much  smaller  part  of  a secondary  school  pro- 
gram of  the  future,  the  administration  feels  that  it  is  impossible  to 
suggest  in  good  conscience  that  the  community  commit  itself  wholly 
or  irrevocably  to  an  experimental  program.  It  has  therefore  sought 
to  provide  a means  of  transition  from  the  traditional  standardized 
approach  to  that  of  a varied  size  group  instruction.  The  plan  as  pro- 
posed may  accommodate  some  large  group  instruction,  small  group 
instruction,  and  individual  study  — while  at  the  same  time  permit- 
ting instruction  in  the  traditionally  sized  groups  of  20  to  30. 

Flexibility  of  the  building  should  be  attained  through  architect- 
ural design.  Clusters  or  wings  of  classrooms,  served  by  a utility 
core  and  connected  to  each  other,  movable  walls  and  equipment 
permit  arrangement  and  re-arrangement  at  any  time.  Resource 
centers  and  the  combining  of  related  instruction  areas,  such  as  En- 
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glish,  foreign  language  and  social  studies,  mathematics  and  sci- 
ence, and  applied  arts.  This  approach  makes  the  school  in  essence 
convertible. 


ASSUMPTIONS 

That  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  public  schools  to  provide  edu- 
cational opportunities  for  all  junior  high  school  age  boys  and  girls 
in  the  city. 

That  present  school  facilities  in  South  Lawrence  are  inadequate 
to  provide  for  a junior  high  school  program  as  well  as  elementary. 

That  a new  facility  will  have  to  be  constructed  in  order  to  meet 
both  the  housing  as  well  as  the  educational  needs. 

That  a facility  should  be  located  in  the  central  part  of  South 
Lawrence,  hopefully  mid-way  between  the  east  and  west  section. 

That  the  facility  should  be  built  with  a capacity  of  1,000  pupils 
in  order  to  provide  for  public  as  well  as  private  school  pupils. 

That  the  school  program  be  operated  on  a modular  schedule 
with  essentially  the  usual  7 periods  a day. 

NOTE: 

There  are  approximately  350  private  school  students  and  about 
500  public  school  junior  high  school  students  in  South  Lawrence. 


PROGRAM 

The  educational  requirements  for  the  junior  high  school  should 
be  developed  with  a meaningful  philosophy  which  would  provide 
for  the  academic,  physical  and  social  growth,  translated  into  a pro- 
gram to  provide  for  this  growth.  The  implementation  of  this  philo- 
sophy requires  certain  special  facilities  which  are  basic  to  a child’s 
development. 


FACILITIES 

In  order  to  provide  for  a modern  program  the  following  kinds 
of  spaces  would  be  required. 
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General  classrooms,  or  non  specialized  spaces  required  would 
be  20.  Five  each  for  English,  mathematics,  social  studies.  Three  for 
languages  and  2 for  general  studies  purposes. 

Specialized  instruction  spaces  required  would  be:  2 each  for 
art,  homemaking,  industrial  arts,  music  and  drawing  and  5 general 
science  rooms. 

Other  supplementary  spaces,  are  one  language  laboratory,  a 
student  activity  center  and  at  least  one  room  for  study  purposes. 

One  physical  education  gymnasium  would  be  required  which 
should  be  dividable  so  that  boys  and  girls  physical  education  could 
be  conducted  simultaneously. 

There  are  2 other  specialized  spaces  required,  namely  a com- 
bined cafeteria  and  assembly  hall. 

A centrally  located  library  which  must  serve  as  resource  center 
and  provide  for  individual  study  and  research. 


COST  FACTORS 

Based  upon  current  construction  costs  and  available  informa- 
tion it  would  seem  that  a school  building  to  house  the  proposed  pro- 
gram might  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $3,250,000.  The  rational  for 
this  is  a general  per  pupil  construction  cost  average,  based  upon 
what  schools  of  this  type  seem  to  cost  currently. 

The  cost  of  land  is  extremely  difficult  to  estimate  at  this  time. 
There  are  many  variables  involved.  For  instance,  the  exact  location 
of  the  building,  the  size  of  area,  and  the  availability  of  land.  This 
latter  figure  can  best  be  determined  by  other  city  departments. 


TITLE  1-1970 

During  fiscal  1970,  $376,536.00  was  awarded  to  the  City  of  Law- 
rence under  the  E.S.E.A.  Act  of  1965  #89-10,  commonly  known  as 
Title  I to  aid  the  educationally  disadvantaged  child. 

The  aim  of  the  program  was  to  improve  the  English  speaking 
efficiency  of  some  600  children,  and  also  the  reading  ability  of  300 
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Other  children  scoring  below  grade  level  on  a standard  reading  test. 
The  program  had  the  following  3 unusual  characteristics: 

1.  Use  of  teacher’s  aides 

2.  Extensive  teacher  in-service  as  a condition  of 
employment. 

3.  Free  breakfast,  lunches  & snacks  (summer  only)

BUILDINGS,  CLASSROOMS  AND  TEACHERS 

(1)  Classrooms  and  Teachers 

The  work  of  the  schools  is  now  carried  on  in  sixteen  buildings. 
Three  hundred  and  sixty-three  regular  classrooms  were  in  use. 
Ninety-three  of  these  are  in  the  High  School,  and  270  in  the  Ele- 
mentary and  Jr.  High.  At  the  present  writing,  (December,  1970) 
four  hundred  and  sixty-seven  teachers  are  employed.  Of  these, 
four  hundred  and  forty-five  are  employed  in  the  day  schools  and 
twenty-two  in  the  evening  schools.  Five  day  school  teachers  are 
also  employed  in  the  evening  schools.  There  are  116  men  teachers 
employed  in  the  day  schools.

(3)  School  Membership  and  Attendance 

During  1970  there  were  11,821  different  children  enrolled.  The 
average  membership  for  the  year  was  9,486  and  the  average  atten- 
dance was  8,562.  This  is  an  increase  of  1,282  pupils  over  last  year 
in  the  total  enrollment. 

There  are  9,820  pupils  attending  school  now.  The  High  School 
numbers  2,153. 

The  Evening  High  School  has  S89  pupils.  In  December  there 
were  17  pupils  in  the  Evening  Grammar  School  comprising  grades 
corresponding  to  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  of  the  Day  Ele- 
mentary Schools.  There  were  268  adult  immigrants  enrolled  in  our 
classes.
